REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Various amendments have been made to the drawings and specification to overcome the 
objections thereto. No new matter has been added. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that 
the objections to the drawings and specification is overcome. Claim 22 has been amended 
accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the objection to claims 22 and 23 is overcome. 

Pending claims 10-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) over U.S. Patent No. 
5,854,91 1 (Watkins). Claun 10 has been amended to include the subject matter of claims 17 and 
18. As the Office Action indicated that claim 18 included allowable subject matter, it is 
respectfully submitted that pending claim 10 and the claims depending therefrom are patentable. 

Pending claims 21-24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) over Watkins in view of 
U.S. Publication No. 2004/0117556 (Kadi). Kadi is not usable as prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(c), as the present application and Kadi were at the time the invention of the present 
application was made, owned by or subject to an obligation of assignment to Intel Corporation. 
Evidence of the ownership of Kadi by Intel Corporation is recorded with the Patent Office at 
reel/frame 013856/0658. Evidence of the ownership of the present application by Intel 
Corporation is recorded with the Patent Office at reel/frames 014647/0528. Accordingly, it is 
respectfully submitted that claim 21 and the claims depending therefrom are patentable. 

New claim 31 is patentable over the cited art. In this regard, Watkins nowhere teaches 
providing one of two different addresses (either a prefetched or a received address) to a memory 
to obtain data based on a comparison between the addresses. Instead, in the system of Watkins, 
data is prefetched from a memory according to a prefetch address. Then, after the data is 
obtained, the prefetch address is compared to a current address. Because Watkins nowhere 
teaches or suggests sending one of two different addresses to a memory based on a result of a 
comparison between a prefetched address and a received address, claim 31 and the claims 
depending therefrom are patentable. For similar reasons, independent claim 40 and the claims 
depending therefrom are also patentable. 

In view of these remarks, the application is now in condition for allowance and the 
Examiner's prompt action in accordance therewith is respectfully requested. The Commissioner 
is authorized to charge any additional fees or credit any overpayment to Deposit Account No. 20- 
1504.
